A bill to stem the flow of ob- 
scene and sexually provocative 
advertishjg_through the mails 
has been introduced by Rcpresen- 
laive Robccrt MeClory (R-Lako 
Bluff) in cooperation with a num- 
ber of fellow Congressmen. 

The bill would acquire a ped- 
dler of smut to gel permission of 
a prospective customer before 
sending him advertising of a sex- 
ually provocative nature. < 

Pointing out that many plans 
have been suggested for curbing 
(he recent rash of pornographic- 
type advertising, Congressman 
MeClory said the plans arc cither 
.of dubious constitutionality or 
dubious effectiveness.

Reports

Tin? iUsI Congress— wliicli tins 
been hIow In act on many Issues- 
may distinguish Itself as I he Con- 
gress which enacted Tax Reform. 
Indeed, the Tax Reform Act itf 
im (U.K. 13270) already has 
passed the U. S. Jlouse of Repre- 
sentatives by a lop-sided vote of 
3!)4 lb 30. However, before be- 
coming ;ef fee live, the bill must 
he acted* upon by the Senate. 

The House hill, ■wliicli covers 27 
separate nrens °of the Internal 
Revenue Codc.is aimed al closing 
a dozen or more tax loopholes, 
and seeks to eliminate numerous 
inequities which have developed 
under the existing law. 

The, most reassuring aspect of 
the Tax Reform bill is (he general 
reduction in individual Income 
taxes ranging from a 5 per cent 
cut for large taxpayers to a 64 
percent windfall for taxpayers 
with annual incomes of less than 
$3,000. In fact, more than 5 
million" taxpayers with small In- 
comes will be relieved ornll tax 
liability. 

The generous oil depletion al* 
lowance in the Internal Revenue 
Code has been a "sacred cow'- 
for many years. Now, at long 
last this allowance Is being- rolled 
hack from 27',-i per cent to 20 per 
cent. 

Private foundations will be 
taxed under the House Bill at a 
rale of 7'.i per cent. In addition, 
new restrictions will prevent self- 
dealing and will forbid control of 
private corporations through the 
device of foundations. Also the 
measure will prevent the appli- 
cation of funds for political activi- 
ties. 

The tax reform measure may 
hit hard at a number of "gentle- 
men farmers" who^are in the 
habit of deducting their farm 
losses from their non-farm in- 
come. Under the House bill when 
farm losses total more than 
$25,000 and income from other 
sources exceeds $50,000;-«nly~lhe 
$25,000 figure may be deducted 
In full. Indeed, where there is 
no expectation of gain, the entire 
"hobby farm loss" . will be dis- 
allowed. . • 

The existing 25 per cent roic 
limit for capital gains is re- 
placed by a provision that one- 
half of the gain shall be taxed 
at the taxpayer's regular rate. 
In "addition, ~ the - holding-period 
is extended from six months to 
one_ year.

Commonwealth Edison Co. Fri- 
day filed revised rate schedules 
with the Illinois Commerce Com- 
mission in an application for a 
general rate Increase that would 
affect' substantially all of the 
electric company's' 2M: million 
customers. 

The proposed increase of ap- 
proximately 0.1 per cent . would 
produce additional revenues. esti- 
mated at about $3,750,000 a month. 
The net gain to the company 
would he only about $1,600,000 a 
month, due to federal and state 
income taxes and other tax obli- 
gations. . 

In announcing today's applica- 
tion. J. Harris Ward, Common- 
wealth Edison chairman, pointed 
out that even with the increase, 
the company's residential custom- 
ers will be paying less per kilo; 
watt-hour of electricity than they 
did 10 years ago. 

In most localities served by the 
company, increases for residen- 
tial customers would generally

Computerized 
Information 
System Begins 

A new computerized informa- 
tion system begun serving nearly 
50,000 customers in Common- 
wealth Edison Company's Crystal 
Lake urea this month. 

The announcement was made 
by. Les Milligan, vice-president 
of the utility's Northern division, 
who said the new system will re- 
sult in instant answers for doz- 
ens of typical customer inquiries 
and speed up processing of ser- 
vice requests. Edison's Crystal 
Lake area headquarters serves 30 
neighboring communities. 

In effect, Hie system lets llic 
'■'computer do the walking" 
through thousands of customer, 
records -which arc stored electron- 
ically in its memory cells. The 
heart of the system is an IBM 
:ifii)-(i5 data processing unit that 
can perform abopt 400,000 conn 
pulaltons per second. The com- 
puter can retrieve any one of the 
50,000 customer records from its 
memory cells in about a half- 
second. 

To tell the computer which rcc-" 
ord to pull out or its memory, a 
customer service representative 
uses a terminal with a standard 
typewriter keyboard. The ter- 
minal is connected by phone Hues 
to the computer.' When an ac- 
count number or home address 
is typed on the keyboard, the 
computer retrieves the desired 
record and flashes the data on a 
television-like screen— all in about 
three seconds. There are 5 such

Lake area ' headquarters. .

At 
(hat lime up-to-the-minute records 
on nearly 2Vl million Edison cus- 
tomers and data on rales, oper- 
ating costs, transformer, loadings 
and the like will be maintained 
by the computer. In all, about 
three billion characters of in- 
formation will be stored hi the 
computer's memory cells.

/Set out below arc 'quest ions 
'frequently asked of the Selective 
Service System along with appro- 
priate answers: . 

Q.: My son is classified Hl-A 
by his local board. He has now 
advised me (hut next week' he 
will volunteer for induction. Ik 
this possible? 

.: He may volunteer, but the 
focal board cannot process him 
for induction unless he is in Class 
LA or I-A-O. 

St.: I was a Reservist on active 
duty, but discharged for the con-' 
venience of the Government after 
serving 5 -months-and-10„days. 
What. is my status with the Se- 
lective Service System? 

A.: Since you did not complete 
six months of active duty, you 
do hot qualify for Class IV-A (one 
who has completed serivce). Un- 
less your local board .determines 
you are eligible for a deferred 
classification, -you will probably 
be classified in Class f-A. 

Q.: I am presently leaching 
school and have a II-A occupa- 
tional deferment. Now that I am 
26 years of age I would like to 
know how I might be classified if 
I change my occupation from 
teaching' to sales? ■ 

A.-: If you quit teaching and 
(herefore (he reason for your II-A 
deferment no longer exists, your 
local board will reopen and con- 
sider your classification anew. 
The new classification given to 
you will bo based upon written 
information then before the 
board. Your liability for service 
was extended to age 35 when you 
have a bearing on your classifi- 
cation.

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NIPC Gets 
Grant To 
Study Noise 

The Northeastern Illinois Plan- 
ning Commission confirmed "fo- 
il ay it has received a federal 
grant to study and. make recom- 
mendations ' concerning the air- 
craft noise problem around 0'-. 
Hare field. 

Matthew L. Rockwell, execu- 
tive director of the NFIC, said a 
$(!,"> ,im grant has been awarded 
by the Department of Housing: 
and Urban Development (HUD) 
' for a 15-month "Metropolitan Air- 
craft Noise Abatement Policy 
study." , 

Included will be n detailed 
investigation of how aircraft noise 
affects the people living In a 233 
square-mile area around O'Harc 
field and what can he done to 
lessen the' impact of noise upon 
them, \ Rockwell said. 

The _ study area" includes the 
Northwest bonier of Chicago^'ond 
the West/arid Northwcst^subiifban 
areas in Cook and DuPagc coun- 
ties. 

County Commissioner Floyd T. 
Fullc, who represents Cook coun- 
ty on the N1RC, has been named 
chairman of the Aircraft Noise 
Abatement Technical Advisory 
Committee. 

Fullc's committee -will include 
representatives or Chicago, the 
-affccted_Jiuhurbs._DuPagc county, 
the stale of Illinois, O'Harc field, 
HUD and the Federal Aviation 
Administration. 

Dr. Robert Ducharmc, deputy 
director of (he NIPC, will direct 
the study. Fullc's group will 
meet regularly, to review work 
or the NIPC staff and to provide 
technical advice and assistance. 
"With the super planes planned 
for the future, the indications are 
that the aircraft noise problem 
is going to get, worse." 

Fulle said, "While the aircraft 
industry assures us it's working 
hard on the problem, it offers 
little hope of being able to lessen 
aircraft noise to any appreciu- 
. able extent in the foreseeable 
future. 

"To be realistic, therefore, 
we've got to explore other ways 
to lessen the impact of the ever 
mounting roar. Modern man and 
■ the modern airplane must learn 
to live together in peace," Fulle 
said, ' " 



"As long as noisy airports seem 
destined. to be essential parts of 
the 20th century 'metropolis, it's 
imperative We try to find ways to 
avoid perpetual warfare between 
airports and their neighbors." 

Rockwell said the' primary pur- 
pose of the study is to .consider 
measures (hat airports and affect- 
ed communities can take to pro- 
vide, the desired relief from air- 
craft noise. 

He said the causes and growth 
of the problem will be studied 
and an effort will be made to- de- 
termine what impact aircraft 
noise has had on people's lives 
and pocketbooks, such as the 
effect on real estate values. ' 

The possibility of insulating 
building to reduce the impact' of 
noise will be explored along with 
the feasibility of having airports 
buy surrounding noise prone land 
and keeping it vacant as part of 
the airport property.- 

Part of the NIPC study, Rock- 
Well said, will be a -compilation 
of 'all noise complaints made by 
residents of i the jirea around Q'- 
Hare to local police, dty officials 
or to the FAA since 19(H). 

"Our study isn't going to elim- 
inate the noise problem itself," 
Rockwell cautioned, "and we

don't want people to raise their 
hopes that the result will be silent 
flight. 

"But we expect to end up with 
a number of realistic and con- 
crete proposals, both short-range 
and for (he long run, to at least 
alleviate, the severity or the. noise 
problem in the affected area." 

The portion of Chicago included 
in the study area is bounded 
roughly on the cast by California 
and the south by Diversey park- 
way. 

Among the suburbs in the area 
arc Palatine, Arlington Heights, 
Rolling Meadows, Ml. Prospect, 
Elk Grove, Dcs Plaincs, Park 
Ridge, Miles, Skokic, Morton 
Grove, Glenvicw anil Nbrlhfield. 

Also included arc:, Rosqmont, 
Schiller Park, Franklin Park, 
Nor ridge, Harwood Heights, Elm- 
wood Park, Melrose Park, Bloom- 
ingdalc,- Itasca, Wood Dale, Ros- 
elle, River Forest, River Grove, 
Addison, Bcnsenvillc, Nbrthlnkc, 
Villa Park and Elmhurst.

GIs Passes 
27,000,000

The G.I. roll call passed 
27,000,000 mark today. 

In announcing the new total of 
cnrollccs,. the Veterans Adminis- 
tration said that Vietnam veter- 
ans discharged to Aug. 4 raised 
the ledger count to the highest 
peak in history. 

In reviewing the veteran popu- 
lation, the VA notes that the av- 
erage age of all 27 million veter- 
ans has increased to 44.3 years. 

Broken down by wars, the aver- 
age age' of veterans on the active 
rolls are: 

Spanish-American War (6,000 
"veterans) 90,3 years; World War I 
(1,647,000) 74.7 years; World War 
II (14,592,000 veterans) 49.7 years; 
Korean Conflict ; (5,847,000 veter- 
ans) 40 years; and Vietnam 'era 
(3,169,000 veterans) 26.2 years/ 
. Also on the VA rolls arc '3,134,- 
000 who 7 served v~in ' (he^ Attnfo 
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Forces .between the Korean Con- 
flict and Vietnam. Their average 
is 30.7 years. ' ■ 

The totals above top .27 million 
since some veterans served in 
more than one period. 

While most of the nation's vet- 
erans population have taken ad- 
vantage of some rights during 
the 25-yeor history of the G.I. 
Bill, the VA points out, major 
participation, was four million in 
education and another 7.5 mil- 
lion for on-the-job ■ training. 

Millions, including - many of 
those who received education 
and training benefits, also have 
received other benefits such as 
loan guarantees for purchases of 
homes, businesses and farms, and 
compensation or pensions. 

The VA also points out that 
Vietnam veterans who did not 
complete high school have an op 
portunity veterans of other wars 
did not, in that the VA will pay 
them a monthly subsistence while 
they earn their high school di- 
ploma. This does not reduce their 
entitlement for other educational 
or training benefits.

' 'Prepayments on the Lake Coun- 
ty. Public. Works Department's 
Northwest Area Project have 
been returned to property owner. 1 :. 
However, Public Works Director 
Herbert W. (Bill) Byers pointed 
out this does not mean the project 
has been scrapped. •■' 

Members of the County Board 
Public Works. Committee voted to 
return the money rather than hold 
it in escrow after talks began with 
the Village of Fox Lake concern- 
ing' the possibility of utilizing the 
village's sewage treatment plant. 
Should this occur the county 
would not construct its own treat- 
ment plant on Squaw Creek as 
originally planned, but would con- 
nect to the Fox Lake system. 

Also, in the works is a request 
for $1,000,000 in federal funds, to 
help finance the project. If se- 
cured, the federal grant would 
reduce the cost' to property own- 
ers. 

Byers said it could be another 
three or four months before any- 
thing definite' is known on how 
the sewer installation will '.ulti- 
mately be handled,' He made it 
clear, however, that regardless of 
where treatment is (done llitv-*^ 
4em should be ;! cbnstrurfe<l T $$ 
meet the existing need for ode-' 
quate sewage treatment and for 
the health, safely and growth of 
the area. The' public, works. di- 
rector said plans vyill be worked 
out in a manner compatible with 
the desires and needs of the 
people. 

The prepayment fee, amounting 
to $1135, was to cover the individ- 
ual homeowner's share of I he 
cost-to construct-the- plant, -inter- 
ceptors and local sanitary sewers 
in the street. Without a prepay- 
ment the - user would have been 
charged a hook-up fee of $475 and 
billed $7,50 per month for 25 years 
to cover the construction cost of 
the system. 

Dubbed. the Squaw Creek Proj- 
ect, the area involved is generally 
on the southeast side of Fox 
Lake outside the village, lying 
partly in three townships. Home- 
owners in the area' arc now using 
septic systems to treat raw sew- 
age.

Law Enforcement 

i Emerson once stated that "Life 
is not so short but that there is 
always time for courtesy." This 
truism expresses a principle 
which should be a common virtue 
among .all present-day law en- 
forcement officers. 

The enforcement of the law in 
our country today is not an easy 
task. Certainly, law enforce* 
meat is subjected to more abuse 
and criticism than ever before. 
Some citizens not only verbally 

.. attack policemen,, but they also 
physically assault them without 
provocation.- While such unwar- 
ranted action cannot be condoned 
the law enforcement officer 
should not let hostile public re- 
action affect the manner in which 

'he performs his duty. 

One of the complaints law. en 
forcement officials' hear repeat- 
edly u; that the personal contact 

. •between the public and officers 
on the streets is decreasing. No 
doubt this is true, but police* offi- 
cials have valid explanations for 
the decline. Some of the factors 
involved include the rapid in 
crease of population, the centum 
fag* growth, of areas to be policed, 
the lack of manpower, and the 
obvious advantage of direct, con 
stant communication with motor- 
ized patrolmen, Thus, in adopt- 
ing procedures and changes to 
meet its obligations in the fight 
against crime, law enforcement 
has, out of necessity, but with 
reluctance, lost some of its valu- 
able personal relationship with 
the ' individual citizen. Tins is 
why it is so vitally important that 

. every officer be courteous and 
.considerate in the contacts that 
he does make. 

Objectionable .traits of one 
member of a police department 
can be a serious liability to all 
members. Arrogance and con- 
descension have no place in law 
enforcement. If an officer is to* 
uphold the ethics of his profes- 
sion, he cannot let personal feel- 
ings or prejudices influence his 
actions. As a policeman, he is 
given a public trust, and the pub- 
lic has every right to expect him 
to serve all citizens alike, with 

• integrity and honor. - After all, 
the good will and. assistance of 
the public are his most valuable 
assets. 

Department seeking means to 
improve their public image should 
check their courtesy ratings. 
Courtesy is basic to good public 

. relations. While it may be in 
danger of becoming a lost art in 
some segments of our complex 
society, courtesy must be an in- 
grained habil of .every law en-. 
forcement officer. He should al- 
ways have "time for courtesy."

In the emotional uproar, mil- 
lions of law-abiding citizens and 
their spokesmen were virtually 
thrown into the same kettle with 
professional criminals by advo 
catcs of police-state regulation of 
guns. The National Rifle Asso 
ciation, for. nearly 100 years a 
staunch supporter of law, order 
and the right of citizen gun owner- 
ship, was subjected to a cam 
paign of vilification that has few 
parallels. This ' happened partly 
because there was • little public 
knowledge of the great accom- 
plishments of the NRA in safety, 
police training; conservation and 
other field s. But , jn spite of the 
hysteria, the worst. feature of pro- 
posed gun controls were bypassed 
in the deliberations of Congress. 
There is greater recognition of 
the fact that it is criminals that 
need controlling more than guns. 
Senate Majority Leader Mike 
Mansfield has proposed an am 
endment lo the Gun Control Act 
of 1968. It provides that those 
using a firearm to commit a 
crime shall receive a mandatory 
penalty of 10 years in prison for 
a first offense and 25 years for 
a conviction of a- second offense. 

President Nixon, in advocating 
both federal and state legislation, 
has stated, **. . . Congress should 
consider immediate legislation 
providing for a mandatory prison 
term of substantial duration for 
any felon who uses a firearm in 
the commission of a serious fed- 
eral crime. The fifty states 
should consider action along 
identical lines " 

We should give thanks for the 
delays built into our representa- 
tive form of government— for the 
"checks and balances." It takes 
a little time to find the path of 
reason leading to policies that 
will correct abuses and still not 
destroy the substance of personal 
responsibility and freedom that 
give meaning lo the very exis- 
tence of this nation.
